MEET TO DISCUSS GOLF 

COURSE IN ANTIDCH

Three true bills were returned on 
Monday by the grand jury following 
a week's investigation into alleged 
Jury tampering In the trial of Gov. 
Small, those indicted being John B. 
Field, juror, of Antioch, Edward 
Courtney and Edward Kaufman, Chi- 
cago, tho three being charged with 
conspiracy to obstruct and impede 
justice. There are fourteen counts 
agalnst.Uiem. 

Tho Indictments 'Charge tlmt Field 
conspired to accept 5350 as a bribe to 
vote for acquittal of Gov. Small, 'and 
that he and Courtney and Kaufman 
conspired .with William J. Riley, ex- 
saloonkeoper of Antioch and Joseph 
Hahn, also of Antioch, to prevent a 
verdict of "guilty" to he returned In 
the governor's case. 

Fields surrendered himself to tho 
Waukegan oflielals on Tuesday morn- 
ing. He brought as bondsman Wil- 
liam Hillebrand to sign his $5,000 
bond. When arraigned before Judge 
Claire C. Edwards, Fields retained as 
his counsel Attorney Alexander F. 
Beauhien, who was associated counsel 
with C. C. LeForgee, who defended 
Governor Small at tho trial. 

Judge Claire C. Edwards was the 
only witness to he called before the 
grand Jury when It reconvened after 
adjournment last Thursday' afternoon, 
In an effort to determine how the 
newspapers were able to print the 
names of those who were to bo in- 
dicted before the grand Jury returned 
the Indictments. Tho voting of true 
hills against Kaufman and Courtney 
was reported by tlie newspapers the 
first day tho grand jury was In ses- 
sion. Field's Indictment was predict- 
ed the foliowing day. 

Judge Edwards told the grand jury 
that he did not know how tills news 
leaked out, It Is reported, but that it 
was his experience that reporters are 
specially trained and have a knack 
of "doping out" tho outcome of such 
cases, and It was his opinion that 
they merely wero "good guessera" In 
this case. 

Further efforts to determine tho al- 
leged news "leak" may be made, as 
State's Attorney Smith got permis- 
sion of the court to hold the grand 
jury subject to call until April 21, at 
0:30 a. m. State's Attorney Smith is 
still hopeful of taking into custody 
Michael Boyle, Chicago labor leader, 
and Ben Nowmark, former aid to the 
state's attorney of Cook county, who 
now is a deputy flre-' marshal in Chi- 
cago. 

There were also indications that 
State's Attorney Smith is attempting 
to bring John G. Camber, state fire 
marshal, Into the Inquiry In an effort 
to locate Newmark. 

The "conspiracy" is alleged to have 
been committed April 24, 1922, and 
that Fields was promised bribe money 
and then $350 to he thereafter paid, 
and also remunerative employment, 
and that ho was a disqualllled and 
biased juror. Fields repeatedly denied 
that ho accepted any bribe money. Ho 
declared that he would be able to give 
a perfect alibi to show where he re- 
ceived tho money that was deposited 
in the Antioch banks, which was one 
of the principal causes of the grand 
Jury's Indictment He claims $150 rep- 
resents money from the sale of an- 
automobile and a like amount waa 
obtained as jury fees. 

It was also reported that Riley 
would turn state's evidence, and that 
the voting of a true bill would enable 
the prosecution to hold him under 
bond until the case against the other 
three came to trial.. 

As tho grand jury adjourned until 
April 21, a true bill against Riley may 
not bo returned until then.

If this bo done 
only good, strong germ eggB would be 
used, and those showing defects would 
be rejected and sent to market for 
table use. Special attention should 
be given Incubators to see that the 
thermometer registers Just right, and 
also note that you have the required 
moisture. Incubntora should be started 
at 101 degrees, 102 second week, and 
If the hatch Is good Uie thermometer 
will sometimes go as high as 105 de- 
P'ees the third week. Tliose chicks 
which hatch on the night of the 
nineteenth day or early on the twen- 
tieth win be pretty apt to live, as 
thev were good, strong. 100 per cent 
fertile eggs. Those thnt hatch later 
range in vitality from 50 per cent to 
80 per cent. The 100 per cent birds 
thrlva and mature to be standard 
weight.

NEW COOPERATIVE MARKET- 
ING BILL BEFORE STATE 
LEGISLATURE 

Ono of tho most Important ploccs 
of legislation which over coQcoruod 
farmers of lUinolB la now before 
the legislation — tlio new co-operative 
marketing act. 

One hearing before tho Senate has 
. already been hold on tho bill and It 
may be acted upon soon. Its pass- 
age or defeat will concern materially 
every farmer of this county. 

Tho act, It passed, will permit 
farmers to . pool and market their 
products without fear that tho action 
will be considered a restraint of 
trade. It authorizes tho formation 
of non-profit co-operative associa- 
tions, of eloveri or moro members, for 
the orderly marketing. of their own 
products. It alms to make the dis- 
tribution as direct as posslblo and to 
Btablllzo prices. 

The act does not Interfere In any 
way with associations organized un- 
der Uie old co-operative law. It al- 
lows them, however, to come In under 
the new one, If thoy wish. Nor docs 
the bill limit ' the use of tho word 
"co-operative." 

No BtocHholdor may own more 
than one twentieth of tho stoclc. It 
. Is provided that any person who 
knowingly spreads false Information 
abou tho affairs of a cooperative 
association organized under tho act 
shall bo guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Provisions are also nmdo for action 
against membore who break con- 
tracts, in order to protect tlioso who 
are loyal to the orgnnlzaUon and to 
insure efllclent marketing ond financ- 
ing. 

In brief, tho new cooperative act, 
which is similar to laws already 
passed and operating In 18 states, 
merely grants to tho farmer hia right 
of organizing with his neighbors for 
the marketing of their own products. 
It does not take away, however, tho 
rights or privileges of asaoclatloas 
which are already organized. 

With cooperative marketing asso- 
ciations In every major Illinois farm 
products already set up by tho Illi- 
nois Agricultural Assoclalloa and 
county farm bureaus, tho success of 
cooperative marketing has been es- 
tablished In this state as Uio lannors' 
greatest opportunity for economic 
stability. 



GETTING GOOD RESULTS ON 

ARE WORK IN BOONE 

Since T. B. testing started in Boone 
county, July Ist, tho percentage of 
reactors found In herds has dropped 
from 35 percent to 19 percent. A total 
of 2477 cattle have been tested with 
475 reactors to date. 

Some very remarkable results luive 
been obtained In cleaning out T. B. 
from herds where 50 to CO percent of 
tho cattle reacted to the tost last 
July. On tho retest which started 
January 15th n goodly number of 
these bad herds have come through 
clean on the second teat On tho sec- 
ond tost in some cases one or two re- 
actors were found. 

Twenty-two car loads of reactors 
have been shipped to Chicago for 
slaughter since July IsL 



GOOD FRUIT POSSIBLE 

IN LAKE COUNTY 
For the convenience of those who 
are planning to spray this year tho 
schedule below is given. Illght now 
Is the time to apply the Dormant 
spray. 

1 — Apples. 

Ist.— Dorman Spray— For scale in- 
sects. Before buds and leaves have 
opened entirely on trees. Use in 50 
gallons spray. 15 lbs dry llnie sul- 
phur. 

2nd.— Cluster Bud — For scab and 
canker worms. Apply when buds aro 
showing pink, but before thoy have 
opened, use In 50 gallons spray: 4 
lbs dry llmo sulphur, 1 lb powdered 
lead arsenate. 

3rd.— Calyx Spray — For scab and 
coddling moth. Apply when most of 
blossom petals have fallen off and be- 
fore calyx cups close, use In 50 gal- 
lons spray. 4 lbs. dry lime sulphur, 1 
lb powdered lead arsenate. 

4th. — Threo weeks after fall of 
petals — For scab, blotch, coddling 
moth, Curculious and loaf spoL Ap- 
ply 3 weeks after petal of blossoms 
have fallen. Use in 50 gallons spray 
4 lbs dry lime sulphus, 1 lb powdered 
lead arsenate. 

5th.— Nino weeks after fall of pet- 
als — For second brood coddling moth. 
Apply usually between July 15-30th. 
Use In 50 gallons, spray: 2 lbs lump 
lime or S lbs hydrated lime, 1 lb pow- 
dered lead arsenate. 

N*OTE — If three sprays aro to be 
used instead of five, uso No. 1, No. 3 
and No. 4. 

In mixing dry Hmo sulphur and 
lead arsenate It Is advisable always 
to weigh out the amount needed and 
mix this In a small quantity of water 
and In turn strain this in tho barrel 
through a gunny sack or some ^li^ve 
of that Bort In order to catch tho 
lumps an daolld material which has 
not been dissolved. If this is not done 
a great real of delay may be caused 
by the solid particles catching In the 
hole in tho disk at the nozzle. 

Lime sulphur, when being dissolved 
should bo dissolved In a small quan- 
tity of water Just to a milky consis- 
tency then strained Into tho barrel. 
Lead arsenate can be made Into a 
thin slop and also strainc?d "into tho 
barrel. Theso are practical points 
which you will Hnd helpful. 

In figuring out tho amount of each 
material needed to spray your orch- 
ard use this method: 

"Young tree Just In bearing approx- 
imately win require 1 to 2 gallons pej- 
tree per application. 

A middlo-aged treo and ralddlo-slzed 
tree approximately will require 2 to 
4 gallons per tree, depending upon 

size. 

Old trees and large trees approxi- 
mately require from 4 to G gallons 
per treo. 

By It n owing approximately how 
many^ gallons of spray will be re- 
quired per application and knowing 
tho amount of material needed for 
each 50 gallons of spray It is easily 
ngured what amount of material will 
bo needed.— From Peoria. Co. Farmer.

QEESE MOST PECULIAR FOWL 

Chinese Breed Much Different From 
Othen at Gander Will Mate With ' 
a Several Femalei. 

Of all our domestic fowls, geese are 
the most peculiar of all of them In 
several ways. With the wild or Cana-. 
dian breed It Is customary for one 
gander or male to mate with only one 
female, occaslonQlly with two, but this 
Is somewhat rare. 

Tho Chinese breed Is much different 
from any of the others, Inasmucti as' 
ono gander will frequently mate with 
Qve or six females, and commonly 
with four or more, while the Toulouse, , 
Emden and African usually mate with 
a single female or^ln pairs or occa- 
alonally wltli two fepiales, thus com- 
prising a trio. 

Egyptian and Canadian ganders will 
not breed until thoy ore two years old. 
Whilo most yearlings of other breeds 
havo brooding ability they are not 
often used, as they aro at their best 
from three to five years of ago, and 
can then be kept from three to five 
years for breeding purposes, or until 
aoven or eight years of ago in most 
cases. Many ganders and females aro 
good breeders at ten years of age and 
In extreme Instances, ganders twenty 
vears of age have been known.

By what Is termed early hatching la 
"rilennt not later than May. 15. It takes 
about six months to mature, u puUet 
oiitlio above mentioned breeds. With 
spec!;il care and managcnient and In 
aotiic. flocks where they have been 
br^l especially for egg production, this 
may be hastened to a little over five 
motitl.s. but on the average It will run 
between sis and seven montlisi All 
pultets should be hatched so as to 
mature and ready to start laying by 
tliefiri-t of Noveud)er. With Ivcgborns 
and i^-tl.o snmller, quicker nmturlng 
varleilta one does not need to hatch 
quitQ^fto early, as with these birds 
matufltV can be obtained by the llrst 
of Npvfuiber with -later hatching. 
After very careful obsen'ution of poul- 
try coritrtlony througbmit the country 
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substantiated^ \y exi)erlment8 In the 
experiment a*taV6n and others. It has 
been found that June and July hatch- 
ing either fronA-he standpoint of egg 
or nu;«t producO'U Is not as prnfltable 
ns the early hbchlng.

Early hatches iW desirable when 
one has facilities IfoV caring for tbo 
little ones, and whicn proptir fertility 
can be secured in tlil' cirly eggs. Nat- 
urally, eggs will hitcl better Id the 
middle or late sprint, lut with proper 
care the fertility cnn^)o Insured earlier. 

Breeding fitock that' s kept In the 
open air will produce latchable egga 
earlier than those ;^ba: are tightly 
housed. In fact, such results can bo 
obtained from stockV'hoised In open 
front or scratching B^ed houses. 

To produce hatchable ergs, breeding 
stock should be fed llljcnil.y but forced 
to e-xorclse freely. Some meat and 
bone are recesKury In addition to grain 
feeds scattered In the Utter. It is l)e- 
Ileved l>y some that mnBli .'ed hens do 
not produce good hatchliiE eggs, but 
there Bcems to b*; no fomidatlon for 
this opinion, as oxiH^rlmenls luive prov- 
en that there Is no dlireronci between, 
such eggs and those prodiicel by lieng 
fed entirely on wbolo grain bnd meat
